are closed by cultivation, Hie plant 
roots are placed well below the stir- 
face 
A deep soil mulch can be nvtlu 
tallied without injury to Hie roots 
Tim plants are more securely ora ceti 
to withstand winds Hum when surfuce 
planted. 
I ii some semiarid sections early slim­ 
mer conditions are favorable for rapid 
growth. 
Tile plants make a tender, 
rapid growth aud become larger than 
tile later moisture supply will supi*>rt. 
Listing retards this rapid early growth 
and is often a decided advantage on 
this account. 
W here the seasons are very short 
surface planting is lad ter than listing. 
as the retarding o f early growth leaves 
the plants insufficient time to reach 
maturity. 
W here surface planting b 
practiced on 
fairly 
level land it is 
usually advisable to plant iii ch eeks to 
permit cross cultivation 
Cross culti­ 
vation m akes weed and grass control 
easier. 
It also assists cultivation, d ry­ 
ing and warming a larger* part o f the 


soil surface. 
A thin stand of plants is an essen 
Hill feature of successful corn growing 
iii regions of limited moisture supply. 
W hen planting is done with a lister Iii 
rows three to three and one half feet 
apart tin1 plants should bu one in a 
place and from eighteen to thirty-six 
indies ai»«it. de p en d in g upon Hie rain 
fall and the fertility and the water 
holding capacity of tin* soil. 
Iii sur 
fore pin ut (al corn with th e hills three 
and one-half feet apart each way the 
stand should not be thicker than two 
plants per hill. 
Even with the l ed of 
seed more kernels. should lie planted 
than the number of plants desired. 
Some young plants, mostly the weaker 
ones, will peri-h. 
The usual 
distance between corn 
rows Is about three and one-half feet, 
which Is a convenient distance for cul­ 
tivating- 
W ith the rows at this dis 
ta nee tile roots meet between IU© rows 
and occupy all of tile tipper soli be 
fore the corn comes into tassel. 
In certain droughty sections, where 
tile seasons ain* comparatively long, in 
creasing the width of row to seven 
feet aud doubling the stand in the row 
lias been found to is? un advantage 
Where the summers are long other 
crops or another crop of corn can in 
planted biter in the season between 
tile seven foot rows if tile seasonal 
rainfall proves sufficient. 
Corn should not tie covered 
w itll 
more than one and one-lmlf or two 
inches of soil except when tile surface 
is dry and it is necessary to plant deep­ 
er to reach moist soil. 
In cold, heavy 
soils one inch is sufficient.
